Wasuineton, D. C., Jan. 18.—** This is all 
boys’-play,” said Mr. Horr this afternoon, 
referring to the acrimonious debate that has 
been going on for the last three days with 
reference to the committees.

but he yielded the floor, lost his opportunity, 
and the boys’-play is to be resumed tomor- 
row. Itis very evident, however, that the 
object for which the proposed new rule was 
presented to the House is not to be accom- 
plished. The majority is in no humor to in- 
crease the membership of the committees, 
and is in bad temper about the whole business. 
Many inside the House, and doubtless ali out- 
side of it, do not care at what committee 
table the different members sit, but there is 
a great deal of restlesness at the delay of 
public business, and at the great lack of 
energy which seems to characterize the com- 
mittees and the proceedings of the House. 


NOT A SINGLE REGULAR APPROPRIATION 
BILL 


has yet been reported to the House, yet the 
rules require that some, at least, shall be 
within thirty days from the beginning of the 
session. The Chairman of the Appropria- 
tions Committee did not even convene his 
committee prior to the holiday recess, ap- 
point the sub-committees, and make the cus- 
tomary assignments to the different bills. The 
work practically all commenced Jan. 10. The 
lack of vigor manifested in the committees 
is even more noticeable in the House, and 


A SERIOUS TRUTH 
when he said that one-fifth of the time of 
the ordinary long session has already passed, 
and nothing has been done; yet there are the 
great appropriation bills and the subjects of 
apportion ment, of inter-State commerce, of re- 
vision of the tariff, of bankruptcy, of the 
Geneva award, and countless other 
important questions embraced in some- 
thing over four thousand bills pre 
sented to be considered. One-fifth of the 
time is already gone, and less than five bills 
have passed. Mr. Horr’s comments upon the 
waste of time and on the eloquence which is 
expended upon points of order were as de 
served as they were witty and sarcastic.

THE SUFFERING BANKERS. 

Following is the text of the biil introduced 
by Representative Farwell: 

Be it enacted, eto, That on and after 188 the 
Internai-Revenue laws now in force and herein 
specified, imposing taxes, be and the same are 
hereby repealed—namely: On the articles men- 
tioned in the schedules following Sec. 3,437, Re- 
vised Statutes of the Unitea States, and on bank- 
checks, drafts, and all other instruments named 
in Sec. 3,418 of the Revised Statutes of the 
United states as amended by Sec. BB of the act 
of Feb. 8, 1875. 

Representative Farwell also introduced a 
bill to repeal the law imposing taxes upon 
the deposits and capital of banks, as follows: 

Be tt enactdd, etc., That the firat and second 
subdivisions of Sec. 3,408, Revised Statutes, im- 
posing a tax of one-twenty-fourth of 1 per cent 
each month upon the average amount of de- 
posits of money in banks, and a tax of one- 
twenty-fourth of I per centum each month on 
the capital of banks, beyond the average 
amount invested in United States bonds, are 
bereby repeaied, and no tax shall hereafter be 
collected on said deposits or capital which may 
have been assessed or which should have become 
liable to be assessed since Dec. 31, 1880. 

CARPENTER’S BILLS. 

Representative Carpenter, of Iowa, has in- 
troduced a bill to increase the duty on hemp, 
jute, and flax goods, which provides that the 
duty on flax, straw, hemp, manila, and other 
substitutes for hemp, also jute, sunn, sisal- 
grass, jute butts, and manufactured products 
thereof, and all manufactured goods of which 
the aforesaid products are a component ma- 
terial, shall be and hereby is increased 25 per 
cent in addition to the duty now fixed by law 
upon the aforesaid goods. 

He has also introduced a bill to amend the 
Pension laws of the United States, which 
provides: 
the military or naval service of the United 
States, and in the line of duty, shall have 
lost one foot or leg, and been permanently 


disabled in the other foot or leg, or shall 


have lost one hand or arm, and been perma- 
nently disabled in the other hand or arm, 
shall be entitled to a pension for each of 
such disabilities, and at such rate as is pro- 
vided for by the provisions of existing laws 
for each disability: provided that this act 
shall not be so construed as to reduce pen- 
sions in any case.”

Wasuinaton, D. C., Jan. 18.—The debate 
on the Funding bill in the Senate has made 
some converts to Mr. Pendleton's plan for 
the attendance of members of the Cabinet 
during the debate, with the right to partici- 
pate therein on matters relating to the busi- 
ness of their respective departments. John 
Shermawis not now a Cabinet officer, but a 
Senator, yet he has so recently left the Treas- 
ury Department, and he is so thoroughly 
conversant with the funding operations, that 
he has been a most efficient regulator of 
the debate. He has made explanations, an- 
swered questions, corrected errors, andoften, 
by a few remarks, shown Senators that they 
were entirely mistaken. The debate has 
been prosy, but, without his personal knowl- 
edge of the questions, it would have been 


profitless. 

SENATOR MORGAN 
had the floor today nearly all of the time, 
and, from present indications, it may be a 
week before a vote on the bill is reached. 
Meanwhile, the bill may have been so amend- 
ed that Mr. Sherman will not desire to have 
4 SENATOR DAVID DAVIS

Mr. Brown argued that the commercial 
value given to gold or silver was not their 
intrinsic value as metals, but the value 
which the Government stamps upon them as 
mediums of exchange. The value of 
silver had been reduced, not be 
cause of overproduction, but because 
of its demonetization by the German and 
British Governments, He then reviewed our 
legislation on the silver question, showing its 
unfriendly character, and contending that 
while silver had not been able to withstand 
it, gold would not have stood it any better if 
the assault had been made upon that metal. 
As to what shall be the ratio of the equiva- 
lent, he ‘thought the French standard was 
about the true one. That ratio was the one 
upon which France would be willing to stand 
with the United States.

Senator George introduced in the Senate 
today a joiut resolution proposing an amend- 
ment to the Constitution to provide for the 
election of Judges of United States 
Courta, from the inferior to the Supreme 
Court, by the people of the districts or cir- 
cuits in which such Judges exercise their 


powers. The resolution provides that. the. 


terms of each of the present incumbents 
shall not be affected by the adoption of the 
proposed amendment, and fixes the term of 
office of the newly-elected Judges at four- 
teen years. 

ANOTHER JOINT RESOLUTION 
introduced by Mr, George, proposing an 
amendment to the Constitution, provides for 
the election by the people for terms of tour 
years of Postmasters, Marshals, and official 
attorneys representing the United States in 
the interior courts, clerks of inferior courts, 
and all other civil officials of the United 
States exercising executive or ministerial 
powers within the several States, excepting 
officers for collection, disbursement, or safe- 
keeping of the United States revenues, and 
officers of the United States Mint, and officers 
of departments and both Houses of Congress. 


THE SHERMAN BOOM. 
HOW IT WORKED. 

Special Disvatch to The Chicago * 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 18.— The scope 
of the investigation of the expenditure of the 
contingent fund of the Treasury Depart- 
ment has been widened by the Sub-Commit- 
tee on Appropriations, which has the inquiry 
in charge. Mr. Sherman has been repeated- 
ly accused of having used the employés of 
the Treasury to further his Presidential as- 
pirations prior to the meeting of the Chicago 
Convention last year.

BISMARCK. 
HE IS LOSING HIS GUNPOWDEB-FODDER. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribure. 

Wasutveros, D. C., Jan. 18-—Consul 
Schoenle, reporting to the State Department 
from Barmen, Germany, on German emigra- 
tion and colonization, says that the exodus to 
the United States still continues in gigantic 
proportions, and that it is now engaging the 
attention of Bismarck. The German statis- 
ticians estimate that the services of every 
laboring man who leaves the country may 
properly be valued at $1,000, which would 
acid $600,000,000 to the wealth of the United 
States by the emigration in 1881 alone. Bis- 
marck las submitted to the Federal Council 
a series of tables showing that, in 1880, 1,844 
young men liable to military service left 
Germany for the United States, and it is ex- 
pected that this year, by emigration, the 
army will be deprived of at least 20,000 young 


men. 


IN ORDER TO CHECK EMIGRATION, 
the German Government has prohibited the 
public posting of placards from emigration 
agents and foreigu steamship companies in 
Berlin, and a bill throwing all kinds of difti- 
culties in the way ef emigration is soon to be 
intreduced in Parliament. The average 
amount taken by each family from Germany 
in money is from 200-to 3,000 marks; 80 im- 
portant has the exodus become that the ques- 
tion of acquiring transatlantic territory for 
colonizing purposes is now being seriously 
discussed. Seyeral private companies have 
been organized for that purpose. ‘The local- 
ities selected for the colonization movement 
are Southern Brazil and the Argentine Re- 
public. Consul Schoenle eloses his dispatch 
with the statement: Whether these various 
colonization schemes will ultimately be 
shaped into a tangible plan of operation is 
yet a matter of mere speculation, but

of the German tariff in the direction of pro- 
tection, it appears, has had a powerful influ- 
ence to stimulate emigration. The neces- 
saries of life have increased in a direct ratio 
with the increase of import duties, and have 
rendered times hard. Meanwhile the rates 
of wages are low. The effect of the German 
tariff in increasing prices is shown by 
A TABLE 
submitted by Consul Schoenle to the State 
Department. From this table it appears that 
the prices since the adoption of the new high 
tariff laws in Germany have increased as fol- 
lows during the last year. Butter, 20 per 
cent; beans,5 per cent; peas, 5 per cent; 
wheat, 4 per cent; petroleum, 5 per cent; 
bacon, 30 per cen: raw ham, 5 per cent; 
lard, 40 per cent; and rye bread, 6 per cent. 
The increase in the price of bread is due to 
the increased import duty on American flour, 
whieh has been exacted by the demands of 
the German agricultural Barons. Nearly al! 
the bacon and 4ard comes from the United

The Bev. Thomas Milner. 

The Rev. Thomas Milner, a looal preacher in 
the Methodist Episcopal Church, died very sud- 
denly at Waukegan. III.. Tuesday, Jan. 17. He 
was well known and warmiy loved by old-time 
Methodists and others, and his decease, though 
not entirely unforeseen, will bea grief to very 
many persons. Mr. Mülner was born in England 
in 1806 and came to Chicago in 1846 from Canada, 
where he lived many years and where several of 
his relatives are now living. When he reached 
this city he began work as a contractmg builder, 
and bis first work was for Mr. A. S. Sherman, at 
Bridgeport.

1. It is falsely assumed that “it has 
hitherte been regarded as the duty of the 
State to provide for the education of its citi- 
zens,” and that no system of National ald 
would’ ever have been devised had it not 
been for the eman of the blacks and 
consequent — 2 illiterate citizens. 
That such a statement is incorrect may be 
fully demonstrated by pointing to the his- 
torical fact that the United States Govern- 
ment at a very early date donated vast tracts 
of the public land,. known as the “school seo 
tions,” for the exclusive purpose of educat- 
ing its citizens. In the pioneer days of many 
of the Western States these lands furnished 
the chief support of the public schools, and 
the school fund of Chicago today, as well 
as other large cities, enjoys a considerable 
revenue from such portions of the school 
lands as remain unsold. At the time of land 
donations the General Government did the 
most it could afford to do for the promotion 
of popular education, and thereby recognized 
its own vital interest in the education of its 
citizens; now itis in a position to do more 
in the same direction, and there is nothing in 
law or in precedent to prevent it from as- 
suring a more thorough system for schooling 
the masses. 

2. It is suggested that a National or “ Fed- 
eral ’ school fund might have the effect of 
transferring the responsibility of popular 
education from States to the National Gov- 
ernment, Suppose it were to have such an 
effect—where is the harm? There is nothing 
but the old bugbear of State-sovereiguty to 
interpose as an objection. It may be proved 
that the schools can be supported in a more 
efficient system and with less burden to the 
people by means of adequate National aid, 
but the Bourbon will answer that such a 
plan must not be thought of because it in- 
terferes with the sovereign right of each 
State to rear its own children in ignorance 
if it sees fit to do so. The National theory 
of government rejects that assumption as 
unwarranted and vicious. Are the citizens 
of Lilinois or the District of Columbia any 
the less citizens of the United States be- 
cause they happen to reside in Chicago or in 
Washington? Shall Mississippi and South 
Carolina be permitted to compel the citizens 
of the United States to grow up in ignorance 
who live within their boundaries? Is preju- 
dice or poverty in a particular section of the 
country to be allowed to inflict ignorant citi- 
zens upon our common country by depriving 
the poor of the proper school facilities? 
The doctrine of State-sovereignty was never 
presented in a more pernicious light.

THE PENSION RALDG. 

There are certain members of the present 
Congress who are evidently bent upon drain- 
ing the Treasury to the last dollar to satisfy 
the ravenous greed of a swarm of pension 
claim agents. They are swarming about the 
Treasury like a flock of greedy vultures, and 
find plenty of help in Congress to enable 
them to getinto it. As these harpies cannot 
well get back of the Revolution, they com- 
mence there. Mr. Barbour has introduced 4 
bill “to provide for the settlement of the 
unpaid claims of those officers of the line of 
the Revolutionary army who served to the 
close of the War of Independence.” As the 
country does not swarm with Revolutionary 
officers, and as every one of the claimants 
commingled with his native dust so long ago 
that the two are indistinguishable, the 
claims are made payable to any lineal 
descendant or next of kin. The patriotic 
Springer, who has an admiration for 
the Indian service, has introduced a bill to 
pension those who served “for fourteen 
days in the various Indian wars since 179) 
and prior to 1812, or who werein any engage- 
ments and were honorably discharged.“ 
Claimants of this sort are so searce that the

as good, as the “surviving widows,” who 
are like the leaves in Valombrosa, turn up 
in every direction as soon &s pension is men- 
tioned.

The 1812 claim- 
ants are all on the pension rolls, even for a 
service of fourteen days, and now comes Mr. 
Joyce with bis little bill securing pensions 
for the volunteers who helped make the 
raid on Plattsburg, whether they were in 
the service or not, and as those vol- 
unteers are as searce as the Pharaohs 
the “surviving widows” come in, without 
reference to number. T are\also bills 
for the Mexican, Biack wk, Creek, and 
Seminole wars, while Mr, Young appears 
with a bill, which may be termed a sweeper, 
as it proposes that the pensions granted by 
the act of 1878 shall apply to “the officers, 
soldiers, sailors, and marines who actually 
served with the army and the navy employed 
in the war with Mexico for fourteen days 
between April 24, 1846, and July 4, 1848, and 
were honorably discharged or continued in 
service, and the surviving widows of such of- 
ficers, soldiers, sailors, and marines.”’ 

Mr. Young, Mr. Joyce, Mr. Springer, and 
the rest of the middlemen between the claim- 
agents and the Treasury seem to have some 
novel ideas as to what constitutes an old 
soldier.“ In their view a man who served 
fourteen days in camp thinking about In- 
dians in the woods, or encamped in the woods 
in whieh there were no Indians, protecting 
his own family and property, and was mus- 
tered out half a century ago, or quit of his 
own accord, never having been mustered in, 
is a veteran soldier” by this time, and en- 
titled to a pension, and if dead then his 
widow to be pensioned on the taxpayers. if 
this be so, then why is not the man who pro- 
tects his property against burglars with gun 
and pistol entitled to a pension? He does as 
much as these ancient fourteen-day fellows. 
They protected their property against red 
thieves. He protects his against white 
thieves. They were never soldiers at all, 
much less “ veterans,” They were the rawest 
of raw militia, who did not exert themselves 
sufficiently to get the hayseed out of their 
hair or the smell of the barnyard 
off their. boots. They were the posse 
comitatus, these fourteen-day “ veterans.” 
There are the names of thousands on the 


rolls now, and of the widows of thousands 


more, who never put in as much warlike 
labor in their fourteen-day service as an or- 
dinary posse performs in chasing a horse- 
thief in the West. Here and there one of 
these arduous patriots may survive, but, as 
many of them married twice or more, and 
when they were old, the entire list is pretty 
well represented by “surviving widows,” 
and where there are no surviving widows 
there.are sufficient kin to get into the Treas- 
ury.

Theclumsy form of the indictments and 
the idle repetitions with which they are 
filled would in themselves be very injurious. 
as they involve a vast waste of time, ink, and 
paper. But the most serious objection to 
them is that they afford numberless oppor- 
tunities for the escape of criminals on frivol- 
ous grounds. Every one of the technical 
phrases of the above indictments has been 
subjected to judicial construction, and the 
rulings of the courts upon them have by no 
means been uniform or consistent. 

The Washington, indictment is the older 
form, and it contains phrases such as with 
foree and arms,” in the peace of God,“ etc., 
which have been formally abolished in many 
of the States by statute. But there are other 
technical rules of cfiminal pleading which 
both observe in common. It will be seen, 
for example, that neither indictment uses 
Arabic numerals, some of the courts having 
held that they are not good English, and 
“the indictment must be in the English 
language.“

So also the failure to state the county and 
State in the caption as well as in the margin, 
or the omission of the phrase in the name 
and by the authority of the people of III. 
nois,” or the neglect of the important allega- 
tion that the crime of murder is against the 
peace and dignity of the people of Illinois 
and contrary to the statute would inval- 
idate the whole finding, Errors in names, 
dates, descriptions, or places would 
almost certainly be fatal defects. The 
failure to state Christian names when ini- 
tials are given has in some States been 
held to be so. There ig a statute in Lilinois 
providing that every indictment shall be 
deemed sufficiently correct which states the 
offense in the terms and language of the 
statute, orso plainly that the nature of the 
offense may easily be understood by the 
jury.” But the practice of the courts has 
been to construe the law strictly, and its real 
theaning and intent have been Jost sight of. 
The Supreme Court has, however, been more 
liberal on this point than the trial courts. 

The New York Code of Criminal Pro- 
cedure lately put into practice provides for 
a radical amendment of the whole practice 
relating to the indictment. Some of the sec- 
tions of the code relating to this subject are

THE COOK COUNTY JURY SYSTEM. 

The law of Lilinois provides a system for 
the selection of petit juries which, how- 
ever convenient and free from abuses in the 
smaller districts, is inappropriate and un- 
suited to large and populous communities 
like Chicago. The law provides substantially 
for the selection annually of a list of names 
equal to 200 for each term of the Circuit, Su- 
perior, and Criminal Courts of this county. 
The courts hold eleven terms each annually, 
making a total of names to be placed on this 
list of possible jurors of 6,600, These names 
are turnished by the County Commissioners, 
selected from the poll-lists. The names are 
written on separate slips of paper, and these 
slips are placed in a box, ‘and twenty days 
before each trial term the clerk draws from 
this box the names ofthe persons to serve as 
jurors for the court for the term. These per- 
sons are summoned, andon the opening of 
the court the persons so summoned. are 
examined, those not eligible are excused 
and their places are supplied either Dy 
persons similarly drawn, or those selected 
from the bystanders. The County Board in 
like manner furnish a given number of 
names, say thirty, and from this list draw 
twenty-three, and the persons whose nanies 
areso drawn ¢onstitute the grand jury for 
the term. Vacancies on this grand jury are 
filled by persons summoned by the Sheriff, 
as are grand juriesin cases where the Coun- 
ty Board fail to select one. 

In counties where the inhabitants of each 
town are all known to each other, and where 
litigation, both civil and criminal, is small. 
the selection of juries is necessarily fair, 
honest, and creditable. The Supervisors and 
Commissioners have none of the incentives 
or inducements to deal unjustly or discredit- 
ably with the public. But in large cities, 
where there are on an average eight trial 
courts always in session, and at least two 
Criminal Courts in full operation, where the 
criminal population is very great, where 
crime is rampant, where violations of the law 
are numerous enough to make combinations 
of every possible kind to defeat justice, the 
temptations, the inducements,. and in fact 
the coercions to have a loose administration 
of the jury law are often overwhelming. 

The greatest evil of this system is in the 
mode of selecting grand juries. They arean 
essential part of the judicial system. All 
prosecutions for crime must be approved and 
sanctioned by them before they can reach the 
courts. The selection of grand juries in this 
county has become a matter of patronage 
and official employment by the County Com- 
missioners, Without knowing personally 
the fact, we Suppose itisa mild assumption 
to say that the County Commissioners have 
more applications for places on the juries 
than they can fill. Each Commissioner has 
two nominations for the grand jury every 
month, one of whom is certain to be ap 
pointed, if not both. -In the solection of 
petit jurors there is something of the element 
of chance, but grand jurors are directly ap- 
pointed by the County Board. In a city like 
Chicago there are countless persons engaged 
in oceupations of most questionable honesty ; 
there are various occupations which are so 
near the verge of dishonesty that the legal 
distinetion between them and crimeis hardly 
perceptible to the careless observer, but 


which would vanish wholly under the light 


of ‘investigation. Various and numerous 
swindles and criminal transactions are prac- 
ticed every day which a grand jury might 
expose, but which are never investigated by 
any legal authority. There is therefore a 
strong motive on the part of the whole crim- 
inal population to have representation on the 
grand jury, and when all the ‘classes inter- 
ested in suppressing investigation or crimi- 
nal proceedings are represented the grand 
jury becomes indeed, not the protector of the 
righis of the citizen, but the defender of 
crime in all its forms, 

The power to select grand juries should not 
be lodged with any political body of men, 
and certainly not with any such body as the 
Board of Commissioners of this county. It 
has not been many years since, the County 
Board failing to select a grand jury, one was 
selected under a special venire.. That grand 
jury, selected from the citizens at large, 
found itself compelled to indict a majority of 
the County Board and a numberof their con- 
federates for gross official offenses. No grand 
jury likely to thus extend its investigations 
will ever be appointed by the County Com- 
missioners, 5

He proposes to out-Kelley Kelley 
in taxing the public on the now great neces- 
sities of iron and steel. The iron and steel 
manufacturers had many years of free and 
unrestricted tinkering at the tariff, fixing it 
up year after year to suit themselves. They 
fixed the duty on hoop-iron at from 1K to 14 
cents por pound, and on manufactures of 
iron not otherwise described at 35 per cent. 
This duty on hoop-iron Was equal to from 
$28 to $39,20 per ton. In course of time, this 
duty having become prohibitory and extor- 
tionate, those interested in using fron ties for 
baling cotton began to import iron bands, in 
the general shape of hoop-iron, but manu- 
factured to some extent, and on this they 
paid the duty of 35 per cent ad valorem. The 
protection league appealed to the Treasury 
and to the courts to insist that this manu- 
facture, not specified” in the tariff, should 
pay the duty specifically laid on hoop-iron, 
but the courts and successive Secretaries of 
the Treasury refused to override the plain 
letter of the law. 

The same tariff, also fixed to suit them- 
selves by the Pennsylvania iron and steel 
organization, placed a duty on steel in the 
form of ingots at from d to 3}¢ cents 
per pound, or equal to from $50 to $78 per 
ton; and provided for Steel, in forms not 
otherwise provided,” a duty of 30 per cent. 
After some years some manufacturers began 
to import steel “ blooms,” which were ad- 
mitted at 30 per cent or about $12 per ton. 
Immediate resort was had to the Treasury 
Department and to the courts to compel 
these blooms” to pay the dutyimposed on

This tax is, of course, 
levied directly on the producers of cotton 
at the South, and generally on all consum- 
ers, and it remains to be seen how 
the representatives of these Southern States 
will relish this first lash of the protectionists’ 
whip. In like manner the manufacturers of

ton on steel blooms, will enjoy the increase 
of this duty to $50 or $80 per ton. WIIIl they 
accept also the lash of the McKinley bosses, 
and join with that class of statesmen who 
insist that the more the country is taxed, and 
the more costly the necessaries of life and 
the materials of manufactures are made, the 
happier the people must be?

This Gounviction was affirmed at General Term, 
and is now again affirmed by the Court of Ap- 
peals. The defense was insanity. The Trial 
Judge charged the jury that the prisoner was 
% presumed to be a sane man until he convinces 
you by evidence that he is insane.“ 

THE JUDGE THEN DEFINED INSANITY, 
and said: If such was the prisoner's condi- 
tion, he was relieved from the responsibility. 
Otherwise be was responsibie for that which he 
docs.“ In conclusion the Judge said: If you 
have a reasonable doubt, from the evidence, 
that the prisouer is guilty of this orime, 
then you should ve him the 
benefit- vf that doubt.” It was from these 
parts of the Judge’s charge that the prisoner's 
counsel took his exceptions, and on which he 
sought to get a reversal of the conviction. Both 
the General Term and the Court of Appeals said 
that the Trial Judge was entirely rigtt, and 
they atlirmed the judgment of conviction.

A Submarine Cable for Lake Superior.

Annual Report of the Minnesota Rall- 
road Commissioner, 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

St. Pact, Minn., Jan. 18.—Railroad-Commis- 
sioner Marshall presented his report for the 
year, with supplementary information to the 
close of 1881. The reports of the several com- 
panies show in the aggregate an increase 
of trafie commensurate with tha general 
prosperity and increase in population 
and pruduction of the State, though net 
earnings were in some cases reduced by unusual 
expense On account of the snow biockades of 
last winter and stoppage of traffic for the time. 
For the year ending June 90, the miles of 
road operated was 3,140, an increase of 
147 miles over the former 
gross earnings, $13,921,330, 
$3,146,513; net earnings, $5,230,923; _ increase, 
$1,110,498; acres land sold, 381,587; decrease 
trom former year, 126,364; receipts from lands, 
$1,193.564; decrease, $41,804. The sales of lands 
isthe only item of business that shows a de- 
crease. This was lurgely compensated for 
by sales in the last half of 1881, 
the Manitoba Railway Company alone éelling 
47,695 acres, and receiving in cash $87,983 in the 
six months ending Dec. 31, 1881. All the rail- 
roads of the State have been greatly improved 
during the year by relaying tracks with steel 
rails and new iron and by other betterments. 
During the year there were 178 miles ot new rail- 
road completed in the State, and nearly as much 
is graded or under way.

York that states that dispatches sent from here 

state that the Western railroads complain that 

the White Star, Inman, Guion, and other steam- 
ship lines diseriminate against them in send- 
ing immigrants to the Western States.

The Western association simply desires 
that the steamship companies consign their 
business to Eastern roads that will not discrim- 
inate against the Western roads, or to insist that 
the Eastern roads receiving the business and 
ticketing it at Castle Garden shall divide it fairly 
and justiy amongst the Western roads, and not 
sellitto highest bidder amongst them. It is not 
true that the Western roads have ever re- 
fused” to bear their just share of the expense 
of transporting immigrants on their arrival at 

Castle Garden.” They have always done all 

that has been asked for in that line, but they 

na ve refused and now refuse to pay the Eastern 
roads one-quarter or more of the earnings ac- 
cruing to and that are collected from the enii- 

ants for the Western rounds simply because the 

astern roads demand it. Owing to competition

FINANCIAL. 


Stocks were not active, but prices were well 
maintained till toward the close, when a down- 
ward teydency showed itself. Wall street is still 
uncertain about the railroad war, and had it 
that the war was settied, and that it was not set- 
ed.

Points bave been abundant of a rise in Denver.

One good feat- 
ure of the present rise, from a Chicago point of 
view, is, that it enables a good deal of floating 
stock to be sold at a profit. But careful in- 
quiry fails to show that insiders are selling. lu 
fact, the great bulk of Pullman is held in large 
biocks by men of means,who are thoroughly 
aequainted with its merits, and who belicve it to 
be a better stock to hold than to sell. They will 
hoid just as firmly if the consolidation is not 
made. The company is earning at a rate that 
would enable it, if its managers desired to do so, 
to pay 10 or 12 per cent dividends. A new stock 
privilege in connection with Pullman is hinted 
at. If Pullman continues to advance at its pres- 
ent rate, it will not * long before it is quoted at 
150, the same price’ as Wagner stock, and this 
parity of the quotations, Wali street says, will 
not hurt Pullman in the negot 8. 

We are enabled to state the actual condition of 
the negotiations for the consolidation of the 
Pullman and Wagner Companies to be as fol- 
lows: Some weeks agotwo meetings were held 
between committees of the respective compa- 
nies, at which Mr. Pullman was present.

Tus re receipts of wheat here and in Milwaukee 
continue to be small, and those of the specula- 
tive grade very small.

Letter from the Hon. J. D. Cox to Gen. 
J. A. Garfield, M. C., Beviewing the 
Report of the Schofield Board. 
CINCINNATI, 4th February, 1880.—My DEAR 

GARFIELD: Seeing it stated in the papers that 

you intend to speak on the Fitz John Porter 

case, lam stimulated to give you my impres- 
sions about the recent report of Gen. Schotield’s 
board. As Schotield is my personal friend, and 
both Terry and Getty are army acquaintances 
for whom I have a real-regard, I began examin- 
ing their acnon, witha positive predilecuon in 
favor of their judgment, because it was theirs, 
it for no other reason. Then, again, | bave no 
prejudice in,Pupe’s favor, baving believed that 
most of the strictures on his campaign of 1862, 
made by the Count de Paris, were just. Al- 
though I appreached the matter from this 
standpoint, | have found myself entirely un- 
able to reach the conclusions of the board from 
the testimony before them, and unspeakably 
surprised at the military judgment they have 
passed ou different points in the situation. They 
seem to have Stepped fully into the position of 
apologists tor „ and to have taken the 
view of the testi y which was strongest in 
his favor. The conjunction which was the 
critical one, and the only one on which I will 
now comment, was thatof the 2th of August, 
from the time when Porter's head of column 
reached Dawkin's Branch, till, say, 4 o'clock 

p. m. 

The board find that he did everything within 
that period that an able and energetic officer 
ought to do. The evidence seems to me to 
demonstrate that he did nothing when much 
might bave been done, and when even a very 
little would have put him into such codperative 
relations to the rest ot the army that Pope 
would have bad the consciousness of all being 
well in band, so that bis own responsibility for a 
plan of engagement or for devilining it would. 
have been complete and intelligent, 

To form a militar 4 the fleld should 
be weil 12 and Gen. Warren's map, 
with contour lines of topography, No. 6, of the 
quarto volume, enables us to do this, 

Porter's command was in the only consider- 
able forest that was in the whole field of opera- 
tions that day. Had he been out of it, any- 
where, he could hardiy have failed to see what 
was going on, The country was uoduiating; 
the ridges be about fifty to sixty feet on 
above the huliow in which the insignificant 
water courses ran. The topographical lines no- 
where show any p ravines, nor any confor- 
mation which would prevent movements of an 
army in line of battle, except in the wood I have 
already spoken of, and, as to that, Gen. Warren 
testified to what every military man could tell, 
a priori, that there would be no difficulty in 
taking troops through it, if the outskirts of it 
were held. 

it constituted, therefore, simply an obstruc- 
fon in the way of maneuvre, but had the ad- 
vantage, aiso—and as | know the problem, this 
is of prime importance—ot being a cover to the 
movements of troops as soon as the terrain was 
understood by the officer in command. 

in Porter's immediate front, from the ridge 
on which Morrell’s troops were deployed, to the 
Hampton Cole house, where Stuart, the Rebel 
cavairy commander, put a light battery, is a dis- 
tance of something more than a mile and a half 
by the scale, with the hollow of only sixty feet 
between—the ground being open in the direct 
line west from the creek, but wooded to the left 
and along the dirt road, so as to afford excellent 
cover for skirmishers advancing. At this Hamp- 
ton Cole house, which both the contour lines 
and the testimony show to be one of the most 
commanding points on the field, there is a con- 
vergence of roads. The road on which Porter 
was advancing—the Muoassaé Gap Railway, the 
mid Warrentown and Washington road by which 
McDoweli's left would naturaily have gone into 
position; a laue from the Gainesvilje pike. and a 
road frum Bristow Station, Gen. Banks’ position 
—all meet at that point. 

Besides, the view reached as far as Gaines- 
Ville on the west and revealed everythi be- 

ween there and Pope's headquarters at Brick 

Hill. The testimony of Chaplain Landstreet on 

this potat is clear and telling. The character of 

this position must be kept carefully in mind. 

Morrell’s ridge slopes upward to the crowning 
poiat called Mount Pone, a bald knob in the 
open, and which is the only considerable eleva- 
tion withiu the Union lines, It is seventy-five 
feet higher than the Hampton Cole house, and 
commands an unobstructed view over a much 
larger circle. A signal station there could bave 
communicated by signals with Pope's head- 
quarters, and have described every movement 
on the field. No better place could found for 
some of those active signal officers who had, as 
the Comte de Paris says, followed, the move- 
ments of Stonewall Jackson from time he 
crossed the Kappahanoaock. 

On this slope behind Morrell, in the woods, the 
contour line, marked 210, runs by a very direct 
course north, coming into the open where it 
crosses the old Warrenton and Washington road, 
before mentioned, and thence coutinues in an 
almost equally direct line to tbe China hous, 
where the slope descends to the Uainsville pike, 
near Pope's beadquarters. By a direc line, 
therefore, and on an exact level, going neither 
up bill nor down, even so much as five feet, the 
pusition of Porter's advance division was con- 
nected with the position occupied by Sigel’s 
corps that morning, the screen of woods only 
preventing this frum being piain to their eyes 
at the time. 

But ugain, the old Warrenton and Washington 
road, lenving the Hampton Cole bouse, goes 
eastwardly along a ridge, on almost exactiy the 
same contour lines last mentioned, being a prac- 
tically level road till it meets the prolongation 
of Morreil's line of deployment extended north- 
ward. Near this point the road markea Comp- 
ton's lane goes off to Groveton, descending the 
slope and passing through the position in which 
Reynolds’ Division was that morning, on the left 
of Schenck. Around the foot of the gentle 
slopes to the north ran Young's Branch, in the 
holiow which separated the position of the 
United States troups from those of Jackson, who 
lay on the still more commanding ground to the 
north on a ridge forty or fifty feet higher than 
— stretching from Schenck's to Porter's posi- 
tion. 

On the Union side the central line in the morn- 
ing was the old Warrenton ridge road, and the 
pininiy indicated strategic movement for our 
uriny was to swing forward a@strong left tlank, 
interposing it between Jackson and ng- 
street, if possible, fore the junction of 
their forces, the oOvements being made 
simultaneousiy by the whole line and 
w@h as much ensemble as possible. It 
Longstreet bud pot arrived the line of battie 
would have been paraileied to the genera] Rebel 
line. and a fair chance in a ranged battle would 
bave been accepted or declined, according to 
circumstances. Therefore, had Porter been at 
the north edge of the woods, instead of being in 
them, when the torward movement of the 
morning was made, it needs no proof that 
could have gone forward on the left of Rey- 
holds. Now, where would that have taken him ? 
‘Let us see. The testimony proves beyond. cavil 
that Schenck occupied the woods south of the 
pike, marked on the map between the words 
“Warrenton” and Gainesvilie” in capitals. 
Reynolds was on his left, and these two divisions 
were „ the left forward to get toward the 
right flank of Jackson. Had Porter been on 
their tiunk there Would have been four Union 
divisions south of pike, and on u line from 
the woods just spoken of where Schenck found 
tae dead and wounded from King’ 
night before, toward the Ham 
That such a fine would more than fill the ce 
is proved by the fact that Longstreet testified 
that he filled what Porter claims is the same line 
vee only two divisions—viz,: Kemper's and 
ones’,

But Be evidence shows that Longstreet was 
not there, and that be was realiy kept back by a 
handful of cavairy, with a light battery, and a 


dust. 

The evidence that Longstreet was in no condi- 
tion to oppose Porter at any time before 3 or 4 
o ock ts conclusive from either ot two modes 


of examiningit. — 

First—By showing that the advance of 
Schenck and Reynolds was after Porter was in 
position to cobperate; and second, by the sum- 
mary of the evidence from the nfederate 
sources. I can, of course, only indicate the 
merest routine of evidence within the scope of 
a letter, but the discrepancies in testimony are 
no greater than are usually found in such a 
ease. The testimony of Col. White, of Stuart's 
staff, is, in itseif, almost conclusive, and is made 
strouger by the circumstantiai support it gets 
from other sources, He was with Stuart at the 
Hampton Cole house when Porter first appeared, 
and when the battery was placed there. Stuart 
sent him to Jackson to report the Union troops 
coming. If Longstreet bad been between Stuart 
the Jackson, would White have been sent clear 
across Longstreet’s front to the latter? Long- 
street was, therefore, not yet arrived when 
Porter’s head of column came to Dawkins’ 
Branch, no matter what you call the 
hour. Again, White, starting from a r 
where he could see our lines, went to Jackson, 
and on his return took a short cut through the 
wood where the engagement had been the even- 
ing before—the Gibbon wood. This shows that 
Scheuck's advance had not yet reached there, or 
would put the hour so late in the day as to show 
that Longstreet was gome hours later in arriving 
than even Gen. Pope bas claimed. The circum- 
stances all goto show that it was before Schenck’s 
movement, for White saw fir from Cole's 
towards Reynolds on bis ynolds’) advance, 
over the very ground White had traversed 
coming back f Jackson. 

This, with tive statement of Schenck, 
of McLean, one of his Brigadiers, and of Fox, 
who commanded the skirmish line in the ad- 
vance, is really met by nothing but the opinion 
of Longstreet and others as to the hour when he 


arrived. 

But I think the weight of evidence is very de- 
cidedly in favor of the opinion that Longstreet’s 
line, when be formed it, was west, not east of 
Pageiana lane. 

en. Early testifies that two of his regiments 
were put out early in the morning, and 
by Jackson himself,to guard that tlank till 
Longstreet's arrival, and that they were posted 
west of Pageland lane or road. This shows 
that that position was a natural one, according 
to the topography, for the continuance of the 
Rebel line. and is, therefore, the one Longstreet 
would be likely to take for his own line of battle 
when he came up. Chaplain Landstreet piaces 
him explicitly in this position, and Col. Marshall, 
the regular officer who commanded Porter's 
skirmish line, testifies that at J o'clock im the 
afternoon, or later, enemy develo an in- 
fantry force, the first infantry force he had seen in 
his front, about a mile northwest of the point 
near the Reynoids House—a little south of 
Hampton Vole’s—where he himself crawled to 
make his observation. 

Now, take your compasses and measure & 
mile northwest from that point. and it will put 
Longstreet behind Pageiand laue (or road), as 
stated above. And if this force appeared there 
at 3 o'clock, or later, and was the trst infant 
seen in Porter's front, and nobody eise prete 
to bu ve seen agy—it demonstrates that Porter 
might have oc@Mpied the hili at Cole’s for three 
or four bours at least, and have perfected his 
connections with the rest of the line, before 
Longstreet came danverousiy near him. This 
agrees also with Longstreet’s official report, in 
which be says that late in the day he beard 
of the Uniou troops on his left Hank, and sent 
two brigades there, and with Stuart's report, as 
well as the testimony of our own and the u- 
federate officers whom I have referred to. Long - 
street's letter of 1866, which Porter got from 
him, refuses to state hours, and it is only after 
talking with Porter's friends on this trial — 
ne a to do so in this particular. ut 
what we say to Porter's reiterated dis- 
patches after McDowell left bim, sayz that 
he was “wandering in the wood,” try to 
find Sigel, and that he was trying t 
communicate with the rest of the army’ 
Morrell distinctly says, when quesuoned. that he 
made no effort whatever, and-nvu reconnaissance 
whatever toward his right. Two artillery of- 
flcers rode out in the bushes towards Five 
Forks, and were fired upon. This was the 

whole of the information on which those 
exculpatory dispatches were sent. Stuart's 
Officers, Longstreet bimself, and all of ours who 
were north of sche ridge road, unite in 
testifying that not ever a Rebel akirmish line 
came east of the Hampton Cole house tilt late in 
the day, and it is ridiculous, with the map be- 
fore, and everybody marking of the Rebel and 
United States lines, to say there was anything 
to prevent a regiment or a squad from going 
to the north edge of that woods, in any half-hour 
march from II a. m. till the next morting. The 
enemy between Pofer and Reynolds was as 
imaginary as t which raised the cioud of dust 
on the road in hisfront. Yet the board accept 
the “impossibility’’ of communicating with 
Reynolds as a proven fact, and refer to Porter's 
false dispatches as to his efforts as proof or it. 
and mention the dust as real evi- 
dence ot what Porter imagined it 
meant, without any reference whatever 
er to Stuart's re „to Roeser’s, White's, and 
Longstreet’s testimony in relation to the raising 
of the dust, which Rosser says he continued to 
do tor four or five hours; assume that Long- 
street was at the Cole house when Porter's head 
of column came on the ground, in the face of 
Col. Marshall's testimony that he left his skir- 
misners on the brow of that hill all day, and 
never saw the infantry till between 3 and 4 p. m.; 
assume that for Porter to have pushed forwa 
would bave been destruction, when the very 
map shows that he could have gone back, if ne 
tound it necessary, quite as easy as &cheuck or 
Reynolds; and then, after he lay in bis tent all 
day two or three miles at the rear, sum up by 
saying Porter did all that a judicious and ener- 
getic officer could do ia his circumatances! One 
answer alone is a crushing one to all this. Just 
imagine | Spay Jackson in Porter's piace, 
and our flank where. Longstreet’s was, and ask 
what would he have done? Jackson had just U- 
lustrated what an energetic officer may do by 
marching fifty miles away from supports into 
the rear of & vastly superior force, and in the 
face of such proof as this very fleld of what en- 
ergy will do this’ conclusion is simply astound- 


The assumption that Porter would have had to 
fight ali Longstreet’s command in front is con- 
trary to all the testimony and everything on the 
wap. Longstreet’s lines, as be dre them bim- 
seif, show that had Porter hit him he would have 
changed bis whole front before be could have 
opposed auy equal forces, and by the time this 
was done, if the rest of Pope's army was not do- 
ing its work. Porter could have withdrawn. But. 
as I have before said, Schenck “and Reynolds 
were then moving, and Porter would have found 
himself in line with them. It was both the 
shortest, and easiest, and the most soldierly way 
of forming the connection With his comrades. 
The thing that stirs me most in the whole busi- 
ness is that feelings of pity or tenderness toward 
Porter should have made so a board be- 
come, sixteen years after the event, the apolo- 
gists for a weak and timid, if not worse, strate-

Wicsrra, Kas., Jan. 16.—Ali intelligent people 
in America know bow the Indian Territory is lo- 
cated; know the wealth and pepulation of the 
surrounding States; have heard of the wealth 
of the soil., the inexhaustible coal-telds, the rich 
grazing, agricultural, and miocrai lands that are 
now occupied by worthless Indians, who will not 
work, who will not cultivate the rich soil, or do 
anything to develop the best portion of country 
in the United States west of the Mississippi 
River. All this vast area of good land, ot great 
agricultural possibilities, is occupied by sixty- 
odd thousand non- producing Indians. this num- 
ber inclusive of whites, negroes, soldiers. po- 
lice (7), so called, and a large percentage of des- 
peradoes, who haved’ tied from every State 
uu tde Union to this usylum. 
Crime is fostered, crimiuals are protected uutil 
the Indian Territory bas become a paradise for 
outiaws of every type. Since the earliest his- 
tory of this country au effort has been made to 
civilize the Indians, yet today uo good school 
ean be found in the indian Territory, and not 
1,000 acres of land all told can be found tn a de- 
cent state of cultivation. Not as mucbd produce 
is mised and exported in a year in the entire 
Terri as cuu be uced in the sume time 
in a single county In lou or Kansas.

The Washington Street Boulevard. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribute. 

Cuicaco, Jan. 18.—Probably the inefficiency of 
any public officials was never more glaringly 
apparent than that manifested by the West Chi- 
cago Park Board in their attempt to convert 
Washington street into a boulevard. Indeed, 
their total disregard ot public rights is almost 
criminal. Early in June the contracts were let 
for the improvement of the street, the contract- 
ors agreeing to finish the entire job by Nov. 1. 
The street was ruthiesly torn up its entire 
length, and has been impassabie ever since. For 
the entire summer and fali the people have bad 
only dust or mud before their doors, and have 
had to take their teams from alleys in the rear. 
No ice or coal waguns could approach the doors 
of residents upon the street, and market- 
‘men could only supply customers from 
the alleys. Landiords increased their 
rents on account of the boulevard, but to this 
date only some four blocks of boulevard can be 
seen. After being subjected to all this incon- 
venienve for an eutire scason, and with the ver- 
tainty of bemg subjevted to the samc incon- 
venience for another year at least, tenaats are 
preparing to leave the t. and they are not 
only greatly inconvenienced, but property-own- 
ers must suffer pecuniary loss as the result. 10 
thus tear up a street without absolute knowledge 
of means for its speedy improvement was up- 
proaching criminality, to apply no barsber 
term.

The document in question relates to the 
most painful subject now occupying the 
attention of our people—namely: the fact that 
we are passing through an epidemic of sman- 
pox. The whole energy of the medical profes- 
sion (headed. of course, by tae State Board of 
Heaith) is now exercised to ascertain how much 


muy be done to arrest the progress of this dis- 


cination is 
document aforesaid. example states thata 
prominent citizen of Chicago has lost two ohil- 
dreu by death from small- box as the result of 
neglect on the part of the vaccicating physician. 
Your report says that these were school chii- 
dren, and a death from small-pox occurring 
among this class is so rare as torequire a special 
explanation. They bad been v nated. They 
ad been furnishec with certificates at the time 

f the operation. They subsequently had smail- 
pox. They died. “Inquiry elicited the fact that 
the physician had never seen the children after 
the vaccination until calied upou to attend them 
in their fatal attacks of smati-pox.” Oni 
after they were attacked was it discuvered that 
the vaccination bad not been successful. The 
* so-called certiticate "’ was the only evidence 
that they bad ever been vaccinated at all! 

These are indeed startling facta, and when a 
high-minded body of processional gentlemen an- 
nounce them to the public, and state that they 
have elicited the facts by inquiry, it must double 
the sorrow of the bereaved family, augment the 
fears of the whole community, and above all 
must cover with everlasting shame and con- 
ternpt the misnamed “ physician *’ who is re- 
sponsible for it all. 

Who is he? On this point the public will cer- 
tainiy not object to be enlightened. Gentlemen 
of the State Board of Heaith, the writer of this 
poor letter, whose nome is appended be- 
low, is wretched creature. And 
as de has probably “elicited” “by 
inquiry” as many tacts relating to this sad in- 
stance as avy or all of you, he begs you to bear 
with him in their brief revital. 

The prominent citizen referred to is C. B. 
Holmes, Esq., of this city, a name known to all 
our people, and esteemed wherever known. 1 
um sure he will pardon this, my allusion to him. 
He had three boys. Two of them were attacked 
with small-pox. One of them died, The other 
is couvaiescent, and out of all danger. How 
does it, theu. come to pass that in the statistical- 
ly-accurate and instructive reports of a public 
beard of health, two of them died? Was this 
accuracy also “elicited by inquiry ”? 

More than two -.years ago | was called 
to vaccinate this family, and was then 
informed by the parents that no pre- 
v vaccinations bad been successful. The 
offer boy (the one now couvalescent, accordimyg 
to my view, but dead several days , aC 
cording to the report of your honourable rd) 
had been vaccinated twice by a very careful ap 
thorough physician, but had uot taken.“ 
therefore vaccinated all the boys very carefully, 
but without success. A few weeks tater I re- 
peated the operadon, being careful to use virus 
which I noted was successful in other families 
previously, and which was also successful in 
other fainilies subsequently. 2.* 
Tuis effert also faiied. A year or so later, I 
sent to the propagators of virus at Fond du Lac, 
Wis., asking them to send me a crust * warn 
from the cow,“ because I was very desirous of 
succeeding in the vaccination of some dif- 
ficult subjects in my diocese. They 
sent me a crust reinoved 
said) just before mailing. 
vaccinated the three boys therewith. Another 
failure, although the crust conquered some 
others of similar type. 

I then ruised a humanized crust expressly for 

the same purpose, tried it in like manner, and 
taited as with ali the others, although the same 
crust was successful elsewhere. By careful 
inquiry orf Mr. Hoimes’ family your honvura- 
ble board will be abie to “elicit™ these facts 
and to conurm them. You will see that the et- 
fort to vaccinate these children was most per- 
sistently followed up, even far beyond tbe. re- 
quirements of your revised order, which states 
that when vaccination does not take one may 
be assured of his safety if exposed.“ You will 
also see chat two of these boys did not die 
as a “direct resuit of negiect” on the 
part of the family physician. Also that 
this physician did not tail (as you affirm) to see 
and inquire into the success Or fallure of his 
vaccinations, but followed them up until one 
boy had been vaccinated six times, and the 
others four times. There is a timit, | sup- 
pose, at which a vhysician ought to cease pur- 
suing u family with bills for vaceination, unless 
the family particularly requests bim 80 to do. 
There is also a point to be reached by experi- 
ments of this kind when a physician and a fai - 
ily fee) very certain that further efforts in that 
direction are useless, and that the subjects are 
secure alike against vaccination and small-pox. 
Has the State Board of Heulth ever so defined 
those limite that the «average ductor 
may learn definitiy from them when 
he has cone enough of “waccinating in 
a given houseboild? Do the physicians 
of that board vaccinate the families uuder their 
cure more carefully and frequently than 1 did 
the family of Mr. Hoimes? Are they as careful 
and sure and reliubie in all their public and pro- 
fessional utterances as in those made respecting 
the careless incompetency of the physician who 
caused the death of these two childreu’ Are 
they as careful of the weifare of their patients 
aguinst smail-pox as they are of the reputations 
of their humble professional brethren when 
they publicly charge them with crimes discov- 
ered by “inquiry,” for which, in fact, there does 
not exist even a suspicion of foundation? Is it a 
part of the public duty of a Board of Health to 
suve a child trom pitting by smull-pox, and yet 
to distigure a physician witb infamy? 

Neither the public nor myseif knows how or 
by whom this atrocious misrepresentation of 
facts was prepared for publication by the State 
Board of Heaith. As the matter now stands the 
board, as a public body, indorses and is responsi- 
ble therefor, and unless they make pt and 
ful) correction in accordance with the exact 
truth of the case, they will be guilty of an un- 
speakable outrage against me, and of a scarcely 
less Offense against the family wherein the loss 
occurred. I therefore respectfully request of 
your body that you cause real inquiry to be 
made into the facts of this case, and 
that you make pubiic report forthwith 

accordance witb truth you 
shall so discover. Where your  honor- 
able board obtained the information so far 
published, | cannot imagine; for the only per- 
sons Whe had apy accurate kuowledge of the 
atiair have not been asked one single question 
aboutit. submit that the compilation of such 
a report, replete with false statements, upon 
such a basis of inquiry, ie not in accorddnce 
with modern ugage in law, io morals, or in medi- 
cine. One wore more [ willadd. I have not the 
honor of a pegsonal acquaintance with the gen- 
tlemen composing the State Board of Healtfi. 
but, reasoning from abstract principles alone, 1 
um couvioced that the matter of which I com- 
Plain is not ju any sense the work of the entire 
board; because 1 do not believe that a public 
board could be constituted in this State, consist- 
ug of seven gentlemen, who should ail 
be either wicked cnough to publish such a re- 
port Ruowing its falsity, or stupid enough to 
publish it without knowing whether it is true or

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“THEATRE INSPECTION. 


The investigating City Officials 
Take a Turn Through 
Hooley’s ; 


Criticise the Exits and the Faulty 
Construction of the Stage; 


Praise the Fire-Bseape, and Make Several Sugges- 
tions Which Will Be Carried Out. 


The delegation of city official engaged in the 
inspection of the theatres visited Hooley's yes- 
terday, beginning the investigation at II o'clock. 
Ald. Hildreth, Chairman of the Building Com- 
mittee, joined the party, which was otherwise 
composed, as on the preceding day. of Fire-Mar- 
shal Swenie, Assistant Marsha! Musham, Build- 
ing-Superintendent Kirkland, Inspector Agnew, 
of the Building Department, and Clerk Edgar. 
“Uncle” Lick Hooley and Stage · Manager Coul 
White accompanied the investigators through 
the house. The exits were found adequate to 
all demands apt to be made upon them, 
there being, besides the main exits from the 
auitorium, a wide exit opening upon the alley 
west of the building, and an exit to the left of 
the stage, leading to the rear door, The balcony 
and gallery were found supplied with exits lead- 
ing both into the auditorium and the outer ves- 
tibule. While the exits were not so numerous 
as iu tho Grand Opera-House, Haveriy’s, and 
McVicker’s, it was considered that there was 
sufficient means of egress for an audience of 
1,200 people, which represents the seating capac- 
ity of the house. It was recommended, however, 
as a precaution in case of a panic, that the win- 
dows in the baicony and gallery should be turned 
into doors, and that

with stairways beading to the alley on the west 
and the reoft of the Fidelity sufe-deposit vaults 
on tne east, be constructed without delay. Mr. 
Hovley immediately agreed to make the im- 
provement. The iron guteways at the top of 
the baicony and gallery stairs were ordered re- 
moved, and Mr. Hodley was also instructed to 
put wire guards over all unprotected lights. Lo 
the basement the committce found a furnace in 
too close proximity to ao inflammabie partition, 
and it was orde tobe moved out from 
wall, About 20 feet of retten rubber bose, at- 
tached to the stand-pipes in the wings, was con- 
demned and ordered replaced with new bose. 

The committee was not at all pleased witu the 
congtruction of the under part of the stage, but, 
us the house was built before the pussage of the 
present ordinances regulating the construction 
of stages, the defects cannot very well be 
remedied.

The utility of this appliance has often been ex- 
plained in the newspapers. It is the iuvention 
of Louis Sues and Theodore Kuris, and consists 
of an uprigkt shaft eight feet in diameter and 
rising to a hight of twenty-eight feet above the 
roof of the theatre. It was! tested under the 
inspection of Fire-Marsbal ner, wh the 
entire house was filled with beat and an ifteuse 
smoke, which the 77 over the stage carried 
off in two and one-half minutes. The trap way 
be operated from different parts of the house, 
from whence wires run to the cap at the bottom 
of the shaft. This cap is constructed of a light 
framework of pine and canvas, and

The appliance is 
indorsed asa valuable adjunct to theutres by 
ex-Marsbal Benner, Marshal Swenie, and every - 
body of experience in fires; who have seen its 
practical operation.

The auestion of the feasibility of providing 
an iron or wire-gauze fre drop-curtain ior the 
stage was discussed, but without practical sug- 
gestions or results. Manager Hooley said be 
could easily operate such a curtain, either over 
roliers or by raising it bodily, but that he knew 
of no invention in the way of a fire curtain that 
would answer the purpose. 

The only other fault about the theatre coming 
under the notice of the iuspectors was a narrow 
footbridge over the stairs leading to the base- 
ment dressme- rooms at tho left of the stage. 
During performances this bridge is raised in 
order to allow the actors to have access to tho 
stuirs leading to the dressing- rooms. and it thus 
shuts off all possibility of egress from the audi- 
torium by means of the stage exit. It was ex- 
plained to the committee that the employ cs were 
organized into 

A TRAINED FIRE BRIGADE, 
as at McVicker’s, and that the special duty of 
one mari was to lower this bridge at the first 
moment of alarin. 

After the investigation was concluded, Ald. 
Hildreth and another member of the inspection 
purty visited the Grand Opera-House for the 
purpose of examining the working of the smoke- 
trap over the stage in that theatre. It worked 
easily, and the draft created wus probably suf- 
ticient to keep the house clear of smoke and heat 
in the event ofa fre un the stage; but it was 
tound that the connections of the trap were of 
cotton rope, Instead of wire, and tt. in tne 
event of fire upon — any part ot the stare, 
they would be immediately burnt off and the trap 
closed by the weights attached to the bottom of 
the sash and bung upon pivots in the cupola. 
The management ef the Grand will be iustructed 
to substitute wire for the ropes. 

The investigation will be renewed at the 
Viympic Theatre at 10 d clock this moruing.

AMUSEMENTS. * 


Grand Op:r.i-House. 

Boccaccio was the opera presented by the 
Mahn company last evening. The opera has 
been seen here so often@hat its priucipal uum- 
bers have become very familiar. The cborus 
singing by this compauy is cutitied to consider- 
able praise, although neither sopranos por tenors 
are capable of taking the higher notes with any 
degree of accuracy. The general effect of the 
greater part of the concerted portions of the 
opera is pleasing. Of the principais there is but 
little to be said in favor of their lyric 
qualifications. There is no really first-class 
singer in the combination—no one about whom 
the rest can rally and who in his or her seif 
would be an attraction. Yet the operas so far 
presented have been given with considerable 
life and spirit. This was particularly true of 
“ Boccaccio” last night, in which the actlag 
was good, and the vivacity of the performers 
atoned for deficiencies in other directions. 
There are two or three especially attractive 
numbers whieh always find favor by their own 
merits, however iuterpreted. These were quick- 
ly recognized by the audience, and received the 
usual encores. Miss Perry, who is a very poor 
singer and without dramatic ability, did ber best 
to spoil the numbers allotted to HFiumetta. and was 
very nearly successful. Miss Barry carried off 
the titie role with vivacity and abandon, and 
proved herself a clever actruss still. Miss Leigh- 
ton bas the best voice among the ladies, and was 
a rollicking Leonetta. Mr. Ryse as Lotteringhi 
Sang the cuoper’s song energetically and with 
good effect. The other parts for no especial 
mention. The first scene of second act was 
neediesiy prolonged, and the version of the 
opera presented was in many respecis differeat 
from any hitherto given here. The orchestra is 
weak in strings, but contrives to make consid- 
erable noise. On the whole, while “ Boc- 
cucoio has been much better represented, 
and will undoubtedly receive its best pressutu- 
tion next week, the Mahn company manage to 
get a good deal of fun out of the libretto, and to 
take many liberties in their interpretation of 
the score. The representation found favor with 
those present, and the same opera will be re- 
peated tonight.

Friedrich Haase at the North Side 
Turner- Hall. 

Mr. Fnedrich Haase, one of the most re- 
nowned German character actors, and who bas 
achieved great triumphs in nearly all the prin- 
cipal court theatres in Germany, and who was 
brought to this country a few months ago by 
the management of the Germania Theatre in 
New Y ork to play an engagement at that thea- 
tre, is now playing a short engagement of four 
performances at the North Side Turner- Hall in 
this city, supported by Mr. Wurster’s St. Louis 
cum pany. 

Mr. Haase made bis first appearance bere 
Tuesday evening ig. the celebrated drama 
Naroiss, ang the house was crowde with one 
of the most critical and fashionable audiences 
that ever filled the North Side Turner- Hail. 
The German papers speak in the most entbusi- 
astic terms of Mr. Haase’s rendition of the part 
and unanimously agree that no Germam actor 
has ever appeared here who could approach Mr. 
Haase in the perfection of his art. Every ex- 
pression, every movement, and every word in- 
dicated the artist, who was entirely absorbed 
in this great character. The support 
was none of the best. Mr. Haase over- 
matched his supporters so completely 
that their inferiority became quite painful. An- 
other drawback was the defective acoustics of 
the house. It is a pity that thi great actor 
could not appear at oue of the large [theatges iu 
this city, where he would play to much tter 


advantage. But as no other house could be oby
